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Checklist For New Hams 
By Jim W2JC 


When you receive your license and call sign, there are a few things to do which you probably don't know even exist! 


Every ham licensee automatically gets a free page on QRZ.com ... if you do nothing with it, there is your name and 
address and call sign shown. That's all. 


BUT you can add your email address, which makes it much easier for other hams to be in touch ... about things like 
QSL cards, mutual interests, etc. 


In addition, you can create your own page ... as simple or elaborate as you like. There are lots of tools to help you be 
creative. This is a great way to tell about your equipment and antennas, awards you might earn in the future, any 
special ways you want to receive QSL cards, clubs you belong to, etc. Browse around some of the pages and see how 
they look, and to get ideas for your own. For example, DF9ZV was just worked by our club station W2NPT recently - he 
has pictures of his cute QSL card, his antennas, and his shack. 


QRZ.com is also a great place to keep your log up to date. You should set up a log there, and also one at the Logbook of 
the World (run by the ARRL). Once you have set up your LotW log it is easy to enter your QSOs (contacts) in the QRZ log 
and then with a couple of clicks send them up to LotW with no additional typing. 


Another place to get QSLs and confirmations of your contacts is at eQSL.cc (dot see see, not .com which is a Limousine 
service!). Basic eQSL service is also free. 


To get on the air quickly it's easy to get one of the low cost HTs (Handi-Talkies) such as many of the club members have. 
Some are available for as little as $40 and will let you become active on the club repeater, and many other repeaters in 
our area. A great place to get the inexpensive Baofeng HT is from https://baofengradio.us/ They support their sales 
with a warrantee, so you would not have to send it back to China for any repairs that might be needed -- though that 
happens rarely. KJI Electronics in Cedar Grove, NJ (http://www.kjielectronics.com/) is a local place to get them as well. 


A tradition of ham radio that goes back to the very beginning is the exchange of QSL cards. If you have been to the Fair 
Lawn club you have probably seen the display of many QSL cards the club has received. They range from very simple 
designs to some stunning designs. You can find QSL card printers by simply 'Googling" "QSL cards for amateur radio" -- 
browse around and find a design you like. Most hams will send their QSL if they receive one from you and confirm in 
their log that you contacted them on the air. Have you seen the QSL card that FLARC sent out for contacting the Special 
Event Station at Great Falls National Historical Park? 


A feature offered by the ARRL is email forwarding using your call sign. If you are a member of ARRL, you can have an 
email address such as KD2ZZZ@arrl.net and it will automatically send all those emails to your regular email account 
(you set it up after logging into the ARRL website as a member). This makes it easy for your ham friends to be in touch 
with you without having to remember anything but your call sign. 


Since there has been a lot of buzz about it around the club lately, you may have heard of EchoLink ... which lets you use 
a PC, laptop or even your smart phone to make connections with repeaters and other hams all around the world -- even 
if you don't have a radio, or an outside antenna. The website at EchoLink.org tells you all about how it works, and lets 
you download the program for PCs and laptops. They have a procedure for "validating" that you have a ham license, but 
it's fairly easy. Ask at the club meetings if you need guidance. 


These are some of the ways you can get involved with our hobby that you probably didn't know about. It's surprising 
how many call signs on QRZ.com have never been updated past the automatic basic page -- probably because those 
hams don't even KNOW they have a free page at QRZ.com! 
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A Helpful "Get Onto EchoLink" Hint 


EchoLink requires a Radio Amateur to validate their 
registration by downloading an “Official Copy” of their 
license from the FCC database, and then uploading to 
the EchoLink website. 


We were unable to download an Official Copy (with 
both IE and Chrome) until Van noticed a small box 
warning us that pop-ups were being blocked. We 
opened the warning box with a right-click, chose to 
permit pop-ups from the FCC website and then — voila 
— a popup window appeared, permitting the download 
and successful validation! 


So watch out for those popup blockers.

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Tech Talk July 2017 


Obey The Law! 
Which law? Ohm’s Law, of course. 


From experiments leading to a paper published in 
1827, Georg Ohm described measurements of applied 
voltage and current through simple electrical circuits 
containing various lengths of wire. 


However, it was James Prescott Joule, not Georg 
Simon Ohm, who in 1840 first discovered the 
mathematical relationship between power dissipation 
and current through a resistance. This discovery, 
published in 1841, is properly known as Joule's Law. 
However, these power equations are so commonly 
associated with the Ohm's Law equations relating 
voltage, current, and resistance (E=IR ; I=E/R ; and 
R=E/l) that they are frequently credited to Ohm. 


Keep in mind that Ohm’s Law applies to direct current 
(DC) circuits and to alternating current circuits where 
the voltage and current are in phase. For AC circuits, 
think impedance instead of resistance. 


In addition to the familiar triangle of the basic Ohm’s 
Law, this electrical wheel of fortune is a useful aid to 
remembering the fundamental relationships in 
circuits.

Theoretics Demystified 
Wavelengths 


Recently someone came into the shop with an old 
Kenwood 225 transceiver and wanted just to listen to 
the shortwave bands. 


The set is a ham band transceiver and listening was 
ok but not to transmit. This led to an explanation of 
antenna requirements and that led to an 
explanation that basically it is the efficiency of the 
antenna that receives the signal and what the 
receiver does is to interpret it so it becomes useable 
to the operator. That being said the length of the 
antenna is determined by the wave length signal 
that you want to 'capture'. The higher the frequency 
(times per second that signal oscillates) the shorter 
the wave length. (The more changes you cram into a 
given time, the smaller the changes have to be). This 
is why, and a big clue, the operating ham bands are 
known by their wave length. The lower the 
frequency of the band, the bigger the antenna has to 
be to be efficient. This is why cell phones and wi fi 
devices have a small or hidden antenna, as the 
operating frequency is so high. So the person with 
the old radio will be using the antenna that was 
originally with the radio. 


Remember antennas need to pick up electro 
magnetic waves and convert them into electrical 
signals the receiver can process.
